1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Pond et al US PG Pub 2004/0030601 discloses an electronic payment methods for 
mobile device using a radio frequency. 

Jp2003069549 A, Hirano, Tetsuyuki et al discloses an information protection 

management system using RFID mounted storage medium. 

However, neither Pond nor Hirano singularly or in combination discloses the recited 

feature: 

As per claimsl, 12, and 17 "reading a decryption key associated with the RF ID code, 
using the decryption key to decrypt the encrypt authentication code, verifying the 
authentication transmission, receiving mobile device account data, receiving a mobile 
device secondary identification as at least one of voice recognition data, biometric 
recognition data and alphanumeric data, and processing the mobile device account data 
to complete the mobile device payment transaction".
